GOV. EMERY’S MESSAGE. 

Saur Lary, Utah, Jan. 11.— Tue message of 
Gov. George W. Emery was read to the Terri- 
torial Legiviature this afternoon. The value of 
the various orés rained in Utah during the past 


year amount in value to $7,000,000. He advises 
a geological survey, and the establishment of a 
Geological and Mineralogical Museum. He ad- 


vises an appropriation for the Centennial ; 
calls attention to the necessity of establishing 
a aystem of free schools id the Territory. The 
Legislature in ‘ urmer years has done somethiag 
towards establishing a school system. The 
Legislature left it discretionary with the differ- 
ent counties to say whether they would have 
schools or not, and, as was to be expected, those 
countios needing schools most took the least 
interest in them, aud cne-half the children in 
Utah bave been deprived of any bene- 
fite of the law. He urges the improvement 
of the highways under charge of a Territorial 
Commission ; calls attention to the law by which 
all votes are numbered and the name of the 
person voting written opposite. The registra- 
tion of votes is not objectionable, but the mark- 
ing of each vote whom each person voted ia ob- 
jectionable and offensive, and the subject of 
much unfounded criticism within and without 
the Territory, and should be repealed. This 
law is regarded as inimical to republican gov- 
ernment, and in the interest of the Church so 
potent in Utah, and leaves its members ao 
choice but to vote the ticket prepared for 
them. 

The Governor calls for the reorganization of 
the Judicial Districts, as four-fifths of the legal 
business is now in the Third District at Salt 
Lake. No provision is made for the compensa- 
tion of Teritoriai officers, leaving them at the 
mercy of the Legislature for an appropriation, 
which is asked. He asks that claimants for di- 
vorce shall be required to become residents of 
the Territory; calls for a law against incest. 
There has been no legislation in this Terrritory 
in regard to marriage, or who shali perform the 
ceremony. 

The Legislature is advised to pass a general 
law in regard to irrigation. 

Gov. Emery oalle attention to the law by which 
illegitimate children and their mothers inherit 
from the father, whether acknowledged by bim 
or not. A peculiar characteristic of the social 
condition of the Territory, and one that is af- 
fecting the arenes — — 22 is 


In meeting this 3 openly and fairly, I can 
buf regard it a crime, prohibited by the aws of 
our country, and that is does violence to the ac- 
cepted principles of Christianity. The country 
at large recognizes it as a blot upon our 
civilization. Our National Congress bas en- 
acted Inwse for its punishment, and to pre- 
veot its continuance. To the present 
this law has not been practically en- 
forced, and Iam led to beheve that polygamy 
or plural marriages are of as frequent ooour- 
rence as at any time in the history of the Ter- 
ritory. However this may be, I have not the 
means of knowing, as there marriage ceremonies 
aro performed by the Church, and are only 
known to its members. I am sensible how deli- 
cate mv duty becomes under existing circum- 
stances, when the gentlemen whom I have the 
honor of addressing, with a single exception, 
believe and many practice it from a sense of 
professed religions right. It appears to me, 
and must be apparent to all, that the law 
should be expanged from ~ statutes 
or made operative. It will gratifying 
if this body shall enact such po gl. as will 
prevent its extension, and will adopt such meas- 
ures as look to a fair and i tial settlement of 
this subject as it affects the past. We should 
remember, geotiemen, that Utah is not a se- 
cluded poruon of the United States; that this 
Territory was acquired from a foreign power 
like other parts of the country, with money aod 
by the valor of American arms; that the dis- 

tance and the deserts have been annihilated by 
the construction and operation of the Pacific 
Railways; that to-day we are as much an o- 
tegral part of this great Republic es any other 
section, and that we are bound as good citizens 
to obey the laws of our common country, 
whether they are in accordance with our views 
of justice or not; otherwise we ignore the on- 
stituted authority, and place ourselves beyond 
the pate and protection of the Government.

In the light of his- 
tory and of the personal experiences of 
thousanils of Union prisoners who were 80 
fortunate as to leave the prison alive, the 
general impression is, even among Demo- 
crats, that Mr. HILL. overshot the mark in 
his anxiety to prove the delightful peculiari- 
ties of Andersonville. 


_ JEFF DAVIS AND THE AMNESTY: 

A few days ago there came a story from 
Washington to the effect that some forty or 
more ex-Confederates now in Congress had 
given notice that no bill making an appro- 
priation for the Centennial Exposition should 
become a law unless a general amnesty act, 
including Jerr Davis, should first be en- 
acted. Tue Tammo then insisted that the 
passage of any Amnesty bill under a threat 
should be resisted, especially an amnesty 
which would make Jerr Davis eligible toa 
seat in the Senate, which he had aban- 
doned to place himself at the head) of 
a rebellion. One of the first acts after 
the meeting of Congress was the 
introduction by Mr. RANDALL of a bill grant- 
ing a general amnesty without exception. 
On Monday Mr. Rax DLL called this bill up, 
and moved the previous question, thereby in- 
tending to cut off all debate and all amend- 
ment, and then f the House toa vote. 
The bill, failing to receive the two-thirds vote 
required by the Constitution, wis lost, where- 
upon Mr. Buarve moved to reconsider with a 
view of moving an amendment. There has 
been a general rule in Congress that no person 
shall be relieved of his political disabilities 
unless upon application by that person, and 
no person making such application has ever 
been refused. There is a class of persons at 
the South, including Davis and Toomss, who 
spurn the amnesty, and deride those 0 
have sought it, they olaiming practically to be 


with this application and granted amnésty 
without condition. 
The Bla amendment had for its special 
object the exclusion of Jerr Davis. It pro- 
posed to make him the solitary exception, 
both for the general reason of his chieftain- 
ship as instigator and leader in the Rebellion, 
and for his personal conduct in the cruelties 
practiced towards the prisoners at Anderson- 
ville.

Is there 
any man in the North who would ever have 
held human fellowship with the author of 
that bloody, heartless massacre of sick and 
starving Union prisoners had the order been 
executed? That civilization was spared such 
a horrible crime was, however, in no wise 
due to Davis; but all the moral infamy and 
fiendish malignity are embodied in the or. 
der. Morally, Davis is convicted by the or- 
der, and he may thank Heaven that his 
bloody decree was not executed and he made 
a social monster, placed beyond the toleration 
of mankind. 

There is no objection to the rehabilitation 
of the Confederates. Srzpnens, the Vice- 
President of the Confederacy, has long since 
been admitted to Congress. Some of the 
ablest military men in the Confederate army 
now hold places in the, Senate and House. 
The number excluded is now comparatively 
few. But this bill is ostentatiously offered 
not so much as a general amnesty as it is a 
special amnesty to Jerr Davis. It is not a 
bill to restore him to civil rights, or to enable 
him to vote, or to hold State offices; these 
rights he now possesses. It is a bill to make 
him eligible to a seat in Co and eligi- 
ble to the Presidency. While ordinarily the 
American people are disposed to let Davis 
and his atrocities and the Rebellion pass into 
oblivion, this bill is framed and pressed 80 os- 
tentatiously to make Davis eligible to the 
Presidency and to the Senate that it becomes 
practically a bill for that purpose, and, in re- 
sisting such a bill for such a direct purpose, 
Mr. Bram but represents the public senti- 
ment of the great body of the American 
people. The Democrats in Congress—and 
the ex-Confederates are a majority of the 
Democrats in the House—have made the 
possible elevation of Jury Davis to the Presi- 
dency a party question and a party issue. 
They have rejected the old policy of restor- 
ing political rights to whoever would ask for 
them, and now insist that Davis, who is 
exceptionally obnoxious to the American 
people, is no exception, and, without requir- 
ing him to ask for restoration, propose to 
grant to him, as to a national benefactor, the 
privileges which he infamously forfeited, and 
which he holds in too great contempt to ask 
to have restored. 


MR. MORRISON’S RESUMPTION BILL. 

Mr. Morrison,’ of Illinois, Chairman of the 
Committee of Ways and Means, has intro- 
duced a bill in the House of Representatives 
for the resumption of specie-payments. It 
is very brief, and in that respect meritorious, 
for it may be easily understood by common 
people. It consists of two things: first, the 
accumulation of gold by the Government and 
the National Banks to the amount of 30 per 
cent of their circulation respectively ; second, 
the repeal of the Legal-Tender act as soon as 
the aforesaid 50 per cent shall have been ac- 
cumulated. 

We presume that further reflection will 
show Mr. Morrison that the mere accumula- 
tion of two or three hundred millions of gold 
coin in public and private vaults will not 
cause seven or eight hundred millions of de- 
preciated paper, now worth 884 cents on the 
dollar, to be worth 100 cents. Undoubtedly 
such an accumulation would have an 
effect to advance the value of the green- 
back somewhat, since it would create 
the impression in the public mind that fur 
ther steps would shortly be taken to restore 
specie-payments, and would thus turn Wall 
street to speculating for a fallin gold. It is 
likewise true that specie-payments when once 
restored may be maintained on 30 per cent of 
coin or considerably less. But if the depre- 
ciation of the currency*émounts to as much 
as 1 per cent after the 30 per cent shall have 
been hoarded, the demand for coin will sweep 
away the entire accumulation in a very short 
space of time. The brokers will run the 
banks for the sake of profit, and the banks 
and brokers together will “‘run” the Govern- 
ment till every metallic dollar vanishes out 
of sight. The coin will not circulate along- 
side of a depreciated currency, and the re- 
sult would be that the Government would 
have one-third of the existing greenbacks in 
its vaults—that is, the currency would be 
contracted to that amount By a very hasty 
process—and the gold that had been paid out 
would be rapidly exported, since the holders 
could not afford to lie out of the use of it. 

The question arises whether a contraction 
of the currency to the amount of 80 per 
cent, that being the mechanical effect of the 
proposed measure, would of itself bring the 
remainder to par. This is a matter of opin- 
ion. We think it would, but we think also 
that not only public opinion, but the more 
enlightened portion thereof, will prefer a 
more gradual proéess. It may turn out that 
a contraction of 25 per cent or 20 per cent 
will accomplish the end just as well. At all 
events, it is best to make the experiment 
with small doses at first. 

It is a part of the ABC of finance that a 
certain amount of currency is needed to 
transact the business of a country, and that 
this amount, when not in excess of the wants 
of trade, will be at par, whether the amount 
of gold available for its redemption be 80 per 
cent, or 10 per cent, or any other per cent. 
This amount is variable at different years and 
at different seasons of the same year, and the 
principal use of a store of gold in bank- 
vaults is to measure and gauge the amount of 
currency which a country needs at any 
particular ‘time. When the amount is 
in excess of the real wants of the 
country, it flows to the issuing bank for 
redemption, and the banks are compelled to 
curtail their issues. When the amount is 
insufficient, the banks are prompt to supply 
the deficiency, because they receive interest 
for all they can keep out. This is the sum 
total of the mighty currency problem, and 
the thing to be done with our irredeemable 
currency is to bring its quantity down to that. 
amount which the business of the country 
actually calls for,—the sole test of which is 
its equality with gold. 

There are two or three practicable methods 
of doing this. One of these is to authorize the 
funding of the greenbacks in an interest- 
bearing bond. This is the most natural, the 
least expensive, and the safest. Another is 
to obtain by taxation a certain amount of 
} @reenbacks per month and destroy them. 
This is open to the ebjection that the coun- 
try is not now in the condition to bear extra 
taxation. A third method (the one proposed 
by Mr. Morrison) is to accumulate a large 
stock of gold wherewith to redeem 
the greenbacks. This is the most ex- 
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the most arbitrary. The most expensive, 
since it requires that we shall earn two or 
three hundred millions of dollars, and lose 
the interest on it meanwhile, before we be- 
gin. The most arbitrary, because it assumes 
30 per cent to be the amount of contraction 
required to bring the remainder of the eur- 
rency to par. All three methods require 
contraction to some extent, but under the 
first method the contraction will be purely 
voluntary, and will cease at the precise point 
where the existing currency is in excess of 
the wants of business. .

This is a fact which finds no parallel in the 
history of other lands.

They enjoy masquerading 
as martyrs. They are proud of being men 
without a country. Toomss is a type of the 
class. This arrogant slave-baron scorns the 
United States. He boasts, abroad and at 
home, that he has no country. He hates the 
land which gave him birth and which he 
tried to destroy. He has never called 
the roll of his slaves on Bunker 
Hill, and the disappointment has embit. 
tered him against the nation which 
struck one of its first blows for freedom on 
that hill. He has publicly sneered at men 
like Senator Gorpon, of Georgia, for what he 
calls their fawning cowardice and spiritless 
truckling in asking to be relieved of their 
disabilities. It would be cruel kindness to 
extend amnesty to Toomss. The Southern. 
ers who now perforce continually hear 
endless variations of Hark from the 
Toomss a doleful sound,” would see this 
champion of. the bad old times choked with 
rage at the idea of being pardoned in spite of 
himself. He wants to strut his few remaining 
years on the stage, crying to admiring idiots 


the abused, me the victim of tyranny; I 
am Bos Toomss ; I hate the United States;

The 
nation can afford to contemptuously pity 
this sort of men and give them, without 
their asking for it, the amnésty which they 
affect to despise.

We regret to observe that at the regular 
meeting of the Methodist ministers on Mon. 
day last, in the discussion of the question 
„Ars the churches making men conscientious 
in moral conduct?” there was a disposition 
on the part of the clergymen present to hold 
the laymen responsible for reading Sunday 
papers. Weshall all the more regret it if 
the laymen are so influenced by this discus- 
sion as to give up the great moral and relig- 
ious agency of a paper like Taz Sunpar 
Trrsvune, and for the following reason: Tux 
Trrsvne which is printed on Sunday morn- 
ing is largely devoted to religious intelli- 
gence. In point of fact, more space is de- 
voted to this class of news than to any other. 
It is selected with the utmost impartiality, 
no single denomination being given 
the. preference over any other. All’ 
the great religious movements and revivals 
receive notice. The general spirit of the 
religious press of the country is represented. 
Intelligence from the churches is published. 
Arguments and replies upon religious topics 
are given in full. A directory of the churches, ; 
giving location, time of service, subject of 
sermon, and name of pastor, is printed, and 
we observe with pleasure that our Methodist 
brethren are as prompt as any other denom- 
ination in having their churches represented. | 
Such a comprehensive array of religious in- 
telligence cannot be found elsewhere. Tue 
Cutcaco Trisunz on Sunday prints more re- 
ligious news than a religious newspaper does 
in three months. We have no disposition to 
belittle the religious press, but they necessarily 
present but one phase of the class of intelli- 
gence to which they are devoted. The Meth- 
odist newspapers present Methodist news, 
the Baptist, Baptist news, and so on. Of 
course, Tue Trrsune makes no pretense to 
compete with them as moral teachers. It is 
not its sphere to preach religion, but to pre- 
sent news. It cannot dictate what shall be 
done in the church, or the Sunday-school, or 
prayer-meeting. It only tells what takes 
place in them. It is not expected of Tux 
Tartu that it shall pronounce itself as in 
favor of this dogma or opposed to that. It 
can only inform its readers of the positions 
assumed by others, the nature of their dis- 
cussions, and the outcome of their arguments. 
It must steer its way impartially 
among all the sects, whether Christian, 
Jewish, Pagan, or Mahommedan, pre- 
senting the facts, figures, and statistics, 
leaving the religious papers to comment 
upon, advocate, or controvert them. It 
therefore presents all the news from all of 
the churches. This the religious newspapers 
cannot do ; first, because they are published 
for special interests, and second, because 
they have not the machinery for collecting 
the news which is gathered by mail, ex- 
changes, telegraph, and reporters. Now, to 
restrict the Methodist layman to a Methodist 
paper giving only Methodist news, by cutting 
him off from the secular Sunday paper, is an 
act of injustice, and, besides this, is it not an 
insult to the intelligence of the layman to 
presume that he can content himself with the 
news from his own denomination, and remain 
in ignorance of what is going on in 
the rest of the world? But the 
ministers will probably object on the score

ers, But shall the layman bé compelled to 
lose the religious intelligence because the 
same paper contains worldly news? If he 
is a good layman, of course he will sedulous- 
ly skip everything but the religious intelli- 
gence ; but even if he should happen to run 
his eye over the current news of the day, we 
do not fancy that he will be less devoted to 
his church duties, or less wide awake in his 
attention to the minister, or less eager to pass 
the contribution-box and help the choir sing. 
So far from urging their flocks to stop read- 
ing the Sunday papers, the shepherds them- 
selves ought to read them. They would then 
be better qualified for their work. The 
clergyman who only posts himself on what is 
going on in his own denomination takes a 
very narrow view of the great religious ques- 
tions of the age in their mutgal relations and 
their influence upon his denomination. 
An astronomer might as well undertake to 
teach astronomy who has studied but one 
star. We have no doubt that a careful pe- 
rusal of Taz Sunpay Tarox would tend to 
enlarge the scope of every minister, liberalize 
his views, and make his preaching more ef- 
fective, by taking him out of the narrow, 
cramped confines of dogmatic knowledge, 
and giving him a general outlook over the 
world at large. 


CONTRACTS ON ‘CHANGE. 

The new administration of the Chicago 
Board of Trade practically pledged itself, at 
the annual meeting of that body last Monday 
evening, to a change in the rules affecting 
deliveries of produce on time contracts. The 
business community generally is satisfied that 
some change is needed. The rules com- 
plained of were adopted less than a year ago, 
and were then believed to be a great improve- 
ment upon the old rules, under which had 
been engineered some of the most gigantic 
corners known to history. They probably 
would have proven to be a great improvement 
if accepted in the spirit in which they were 
framed. But they have been used by many 
members of the Board, whose commercial 
record had hitherto been clear, as a plea to 
excuse nonfulfillment of contracts which 
they could have honored without much diffi- 
culty. The Board of Trade thus finds itself 
dangerously near to Secylla, as a con- 
sequence of its efforts to avoid Cha- 
rybdis. In a praiseworthy attempt to 
take away from the party running 
a corner the power to constitute himself 
plaintiff, Judge, jury, and executioner, the 
Board erred in the other direction; as was 
only natural. It is now proposed to take 
ground which will lie between the two ex- 
tremes, and will therefore be more nearly 
equitable as between buyers and sellers. 

Under the old rules a person who sold for 
future delivery, and who for any reason had 
omitted to buy the property till mear the ex- 
piration of the time allowed for delivery, was 
often obliged to pay (or settle at) a price dio- 
tated solely by the other party to the con- 
tract,—the said price being sometimes so 
high as to be clearly extortionate. Under the 
new rules the party thus omitting to buy in 
till the last moment has declined to do so 
at all if the price demanded was @ very little 
above that at which the property could 
be shipped to New York without loss on the 
operation. In order to be equitable, the new 
rules should also have contained a provision 
under which the buyer could refuse to re- 
ceive the property if the price named in the 


ready to see Jerr Davis in the Senate of the contract exceeded that at which shipment to 


New York could be made, without loss, on 
the day of delivery. In the absence of this 
provision, or rather in presence of the other, 
the buyer was obliged to pocket the loss if 
the market went against him, and unable to 
obtain the profit arising out of an upward 
turn in prices. Hence, several operators, 
innocent of any intent to run a corner, have 
lost heavily, though the difference in the 
prices at which they bought and sold the 
property gave them a theoretical profit. 

The natural result of this discrimination is 
4 ce of sellers, because buyers 
hold off, feeling that the chances of the trade 
are against them. This induces lower prices 
than would otherwise rule, giving the farmer 
less for his produce and diminishing the 
amount of money which he is able to invest 
in dry goods, groceries, and the numerous 
other articles which our merchants have to 
sell. Besides this, the tendency is to make 
the volume of produce handled in this city 
less than it would be if prices were not artifi- 
cially depressed, as other markets not infre- 
quently offer higher figures, especially when 
aided by marked discriminations in railroad 
freights. The lack of an equitable protection 
to the buyer of grain in this city therefore 
tends directly to injure the entire commercial 
interests of Chicago. 

This is well enough understood by the 
leading minds in the Board of Trade. All 
see the necessity of a change, and the only 
difficulty is to frame rules that cannot be 
used by either party to a contract as an un- 
fair weapon against the other. It is not impos- 
sible that the difficulty will be met by provid- 
ing for two kinds of contracts,—one in which 
bankruptcy shall be the only valid excuse for 
failure to receive or deliver the property 
named in the contract, and another form of 
agreement under which either party may 
terminate the trade by paying 10 per cent of 
the contract price to the other party before 
‘the expiration of the time named in the doc- 
ument signed by both. The last-named kind 
of contract has long been in use on the 
French Bourse, and is understood to be a 
satisfactory mode of transacting business 
there. Of course it is qually fair to both 
parties. 


To a general observer who is not cognizant 
of what is going on behind the curtain, ap- 
pearances indicate a war with Spain, or at 
least preparations for such a war.

In addition to this, it has also 
been stated that Gen. Jow aan, the most 
skillful military officer in Spain, has been ap- 
pointed Oaptain-General of Cuba, and that 
his first official act was to order from the 
Knorr foundry six 11-inch breech-loading 
steel cannon, with 600 rounds of ammunition, 


to be delivered in Ouba at the earliest pos- 


sible moment. Now put these two facts to- 
gether—the rendezvousing of the navy at a 
point only forty-eight hours from Cuba, and 
the shipment of heavy ordnance by the Span- 
ish Government to Cuba, which cannot be 
they mean but war? And yet the President 
gave no hint of war in his message. The 


war in Congress. What does it all mean? 
With all the investigation that is proposed, it 
is alittle remarkable that uo one has yet in- 
vestigated this mysterious problem, viz. : 
Are we on the verge of a war with Spain?

THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN MASSACHU- 
Gov. Rron, of Massachusetts, in his recent 
message to the Legislature, expresses him- 
self very decidedly with reference to the 
liquor question in that State, and brings for- 
ward some facts relative to the operation of 
the license system which are of peculiar in- 
terest. As the question of suppressing in- 
temperance has never been more thoroughly 
canvassed, and the issues involved in the 
struggle have never been more completely 
tested than in Massachusetts, a summary of 
his statements and recommendations will be 
of interest. While the Governor recognizes 
the evils of intemperance, admits it to be the 
source of poverty, crime, and domestic un- 
happiness, and admits that it bears important 
relations to the industrial and economic in- 
terests of the State, and while he recognizes 
the fact that it is the duty of the law- 


shall tend to suppress 

beyond the narrow views of the Pro- 
hibitionists, and finds that the question is 
narrowed down to the practical means of ac- 
complishing it rather than an object of de- 
sire or a matter of fact or principle,—a gen- 
eral position which has always been assumed 
by Tun Cuicaco TAU in its discussions 
of the subject. Referring to past legislation, 
the Governor finds that, after years of unsat- 
wsfactory and barren prohibitory law-making, 
the Legislature last year sought to regulate 
rather than prohibit the sale and use of liq- 
uors, and therefore passed a license law 
which of itself is largely of a prohibitory 


which can be so construed as to réquire the 
authorities to grant a license, so that any city 
or town in the State may absolutely forbid 
the sale of liquor at its own option within its 
own limits. Furthermore, the granting of a 
license is, hedged in with very stringent con- 
ditions. Liquor cannot be sold between 12 
at night and 6 in the morning, nor on Sun- 
day, except at hotels for the use of guests. 
Adulterated liquor is forbidden to be sold. 
The saloon-keeper cannot sell to known 
aie. PLR people, or minors. 
Liquor be sold at a public bar, and 


an 


any license can be revoked upon proof of dis- 
orderly conduct or gambling in a saloon. 
This law has been in operation eight months, 
and, although it has not yet had a satisfactory 
trial, the results of its operations have been 
such as to convince the Executive that it 
should be continued and heartily sustained. 
As proof of its effects, he quotes from the 
report of the Board of License Commission- 
ers certain facts which make a strong argu- 
ment in its favor. In the first place, 
the law has been recognized and enforced, 
which is a decided advantage over prohibi- 
tion, since, however widely prohibition has 
been recognized, it has not been enforced, 
In the second place, there has been an ac- 
knowledged decrease in the sale of intoxicating 
liquors under its operation, and many places 
of business have been abandoned. An inves- 
tigation and report from the Boston Chief of 
Police shows that the number of places 
where liquor was sold was 3,090 in December, 
1874, against 2,483 on the 17th of September, 
1875. The Mayor of Boston alludes to the 
same fact in his recent message in the follow- 
ing statement : 

The number of places in which spirituous liquor is 
sold in this city is lees by nearly 700 than it was under 
the former system, amd the number of arrests for 
drunkenness has been less by about 20 per cent than 
it was in the same length of time last year. 

We commend these facts to the advocates 
of prohibition as showing that practical legis- 
lation to regulate the sale of intoxicating 
liquors 1n large cities accomplishes more good 
than the attempt to stop a man from drinking 
by prohibitory statutes. Prohibition never 
stopped a man from drinking who wants to 
drink. Prohibition never decreased the num- 
ber of saloons. ( the other hand, while it 
might close public saloons, private ones and 
club associations have sprung up four-fold in 
their places. To the same class we commend 
the following wise and temperate counsels of 


noble and beneficent virtue into the arena of party 
politica, and find no language to discuss it but that of 
passionate appeal and persona! vilification, should 
neither dissuade nor intimidate its honest advocates 
from such a demonstrative trial of this law; becaupe 
that form of discussion ow from individual charac- 
teristics which are inherent.and which find vent in 
indiscriminate denunciation of men and of measures, 
You may read in an annual address of one of my 
most recent and conscientious predecessors, who was 
both the advocate and executive of a prohibitory law, 
the following language: Gov. WasHBURN said, in 1874. 
* Vehement and vituperative censure and condemna- 
tion, not only by laymen, but also by ministers of the 
gospel of peace, have been heaped upon the Chief 
Constable, the Police Commissioners, and the Execu- 
tive, because the law is not thoroughly enforced, 

. Surely nothing short of omnipotence could 
accomplish what has not infrequently been demanded 
at his (the Executive’s) bands.” Still more recent ex- 
amples will perhaps occur to you as evidence that this 
spirit has not yet wholly yielded to the admonitions of 
truth, the influences of Christian courtesy, nor to the 
decency which be comes good manners,

THE WORKINGMEN, 


A New York Meeting Proceeds to im. 
prove Oar National Finances. 

New Tonk, Jae. 11.—The workingmen bold a 
very large meeting last night, for the purpose of 
arging upon our law-makers the great impor- 
tance of promptly adopting such measures as 
will revive our industries, in order that employ- 
ment may be obtainable by the tens and hundreds 
of thousands uhu are now in enforced idleness. 
Peter Cooper presided, and Congresamaco Keiley 
and ex-Mayor Opdyke sent letters regretting 
that they could not be present. 

Peter Cooper, in his address, said; Justice 
cannot be established, and the general welfare 
of the nation @aun t be effectuaily promoted, 
without rescinding the Resumption act of 1875 
and spbetituting a Currency bill similar to the 
one that the Hcuseof Represeutatives passed in 

whioh made Treasury notes a legal-tender 
for all duties sod debts, and made them con- 
vertible into ipterest-bearing bouds of the 
Government. When a true American system of | 
finance is adopted, which shall put all that cir- 
culaies as money encirely aod exclusively under 
the control of the Government, making it re- 
ceivable for all duties aud debts, emplo 
tor ali the. working citsses and prosperity for 
the whole country will be the natural aod per- 
manent result.“ 

An address to the workingmen of the United 
States was adopted, which says: ‘‘ Wheo the 
Government began to coutract its credit sys- 
tematically, afd in large measure, from year to 
year, to pay @ debs that was vot yet due, all 
other credits, private and corporate, began to 
contract also, and brought on a panic in the 
financia) affairs of this country, of which we 
now feel the most deplorable effects.” As a 
remedy for these evils, the address suggests a 
currency which will best facilitate the exchange 
of the productions of labor: that this currency 
be supported by the credit of the whole ceuniry; 
that the presevt nationa: debt be put, as far as 
possible, in the bands of tae American people, 
and the enterprise and labor of the nation be set 
to work again, and that the national debt be 
cohverted into bonds payable ia currency, and 
bearing a lower rate of iaterest.

An III- rated City—Incendiarism, Its 
Causes and Averred 3

ceudizries of Berlin were only trying to enforce 
a lesson in political economy. I have already 
written you that enlightened judgment con- 
demns the commercial policy o phausen 
aod Deipruck. Holding to the theory of protec- 
tion, they might reason that it were better to 
destroy the great factories in order to fiod em- 
ployment in building them upagain. This is 
not the theory of the Volkestaat. It thinks the 
wretches are coneerved ouly to steal while the 
flames are doing their work, If this were trae, 
they are not very judicious in the choice of de- 
taila. The Kaiserhof might seem a priori 
to offer some facilities for thieving, but 
in fact it afforded very few. But to set fire 
to irooworks and cigar manufactories in the 
hope of stealing such wares as were saved from 
the flames seenis to want even the reason that 
sometimes characterizes rascals. And now 
comes the Kreuz Zeitung with the moral. The 
source of all the evil is the want of a fixed re- 
ligious faith. The spirit of incendiarism is the 
spirit of atheism realized in action. He who 
does pot hesitate in thought to argue a Divine 
Providence out of the world, would, of course, 
not hesitate bv sulphur matches to burn donn a 
cigar-sbop in Berlin. 2 ought to 
crush out the spirit of Acheistic Liberaliam aud 
return to a Conservative Government aud the 
orthodox religion. I have no theory of my 
own, und simply register the fact of the existing 
lawlessness.
